An oppoitune warning is issued by the Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald, in a recent editorial. Although it is probable that we 
are emerging from the pinching days when every product 
and every facility had to be turned to account, yet it 
would be' deplorable if we emerged with no lessons learn¬ 
ed. A good start has been made In other lines of farm 
endeavor, than wheat raising. It has been found a life- 
saver and it would be too bad to abandon it, merely be 
cause wheat prices again look promising. The same fun¬ 
damental rules apply to all other industries, but the Her* 
aid’s warning is issued to the farmer and is as follows: 

“Recently we heard of the case of a number of men 
being paid off on a relief job, supplied by one of the gov¬ 
ernments. They went to town, but out of a couple of doz¬ 
en or more of them, only one, it is reported, bought him¬ 
self any clothing against the winter season. Money flowed 
freely, but with no thought of the future. 

“Have we too much of paternalism in our governmental 
activities? Are we too prone to expect George to do it? 
Have we the same reliance on ourselves that we did in 
the days of the homesteader? We ask these questions in 
this column in all seriousness, because we know that some 
part of our unemployment is due to shiftlessness, and 
some part of the hardship which overtakes a section of 
the farming community in hard times may be marked up 
to the same cause. 

“How prone we are to sit down and grouse about the 
low price of wheat when, instead of grousing, we might 
fix up that fence, plan a better garden and provide a bet¬ 
ter larder on the farm by thinking ahead. How prone we 
are in the good times to take little thought of the future, 
to overspend, to think that every year will be a good year 
and that the farm income will never suffer a set back. 
Vet we all know that a little more care during the good 
years would provide a reserve to carry over the poor 
times. The farmer with livestock who does not put by a 
reserve of feed in the good years is inviting disaster in 
the years when the feed crops are light. Many a fine farm 
is carved out during the years of self denial when the 
owner did the first things first—when he was unable to 
make the improvements about his place that he wanted 
to make. He was building up his farm, putting by a re¬ 
serve, making wise investments so that the time would 
come the sooner when he could feel that he was really 
independent at last. 

DOCTOR, HOW CAN YOU? 

According to the Wainwright Star, as recorded in We- 
taskiwin Times, the doctors of that district have signed 
the following agreement: " 

“That from and after the first day of January 1932, no 
medical service or attendance shall be given unless such 
service is paid for in cash at the time it is rendered, or 
the municipality in which the patient resides, guarantees 
payment, and that any doctor who. breaks the agreement 
shall forfeit and pay to the other parties to the agree¬ 
ment, the sum of one hundred dollars as liquidated dam¬ 
ages for each and every branch of such covenant.” 

Now there is an ultimatum that should make the world 
blink its eyes. It’s the same as if one’s faithful old 
grandmother had wielded a hatchet. It is a declaration 
of rights from several members of what, generally speak¬ 
ing, is the most “put upon,” unmercenary profession in 
the world. It is true that when doctors advance to the 
rare realm of specialists they do seem to develop a keen 
money sense. But it is scarcely an exaggeration to say 
that the general practitioner in town and country, per¬ 
forms greater service for less actual money, than any 
other class of citizen. At last, however, the business 
sense of Wainwright physicians has been roused. 

Most country doctors, if they are of the type with which 
we have been blessed in this district, are held by their 
patients in a high regard which few other men ever at¬ 
tain. If they could only transmute gratitude and honest 
affection into hard cash, they would be amongst the rich 
of the earth. Unfortunately however, they too often find 
that other business men collect their bills and wax fat, 
while the doctOT'receives merely a vote of appreciation. 

Many do not regard doctor’s bills with the same con¬ 
cern as other debts. They know that if they do not pay 
for groceries, clothing and similar service, credit will be 
cut off. So they pay these bills punctually. Resting com¬ 
fortably in the assurance that a doctor never refuses to 
answer a call, they consult him unceremoniously at mid¬ 
night or at 3 a.m. confident that he will appear with un¬ 
ruffled demeanor and proper solicitude. It must have 
been drastic necessity that prompted the Wainwright 
physicians to issue their declaration of rights, and what¬ 
ever the legal aspects may be, it brings into the open, a 
situation worth regarding. 

However, it also provides some interesting speculation 
on the “cash on delivery” principle to be enforced. The 
doctor will breeze in-to his patient, who will sleep always 
with his money bag under his pillow to meet just such an 
emergency. The patient will say: “Oh, doctor, what ails 
me?” The doctor’s answer is “For two bucks I will tell 
you.” The money changes hands and a violent twinge 
draws from the patient “Oh, doctor, what will cure me?” 
By crossing his physician’s palm with five more dollars, 
the patient will learn that he has a simple case of liver 
complaint and by doing so and so, will come forth a new 
man.” 

Or, in cases of operation, will the doctor wait till his 
man is out of the ether, before he demands his toll ? A 
nice plan would he to carry round sample cards showing 
various sizes, shapes and qualities of incisions with price 
marks displayed. A small, plain incision for $35.00, an 8 
inch fancy operation, that a man can boast of far life , far 
$ 2 50.00, w ith greaf~variety in between. The patient 
pays half cash to bind the bargain, and balance on deliv¬ 
ery. 

It is-all very interesting, but the main message is that 
doctors and their families must take a little nourishment, 
must pay taxes and wear clothes, and therefore the rules 
which prevail in the ordinary business world should also 
be observed where they are concerned. 


ARE THEY HERE? 

The man in the street craves statistics. He would like 
the records of Canadian universities over the past ten 
years, showing how many students have graduated from 
the various departments, where they are now functioning 
.tnd what they have achieved. 

His curiosity has been roused by recent observations. 
He has noticed that amongst officials and inspectors and 
on who visit the town cloaked in authority, a noticeab¬ 
ly large proportion seem to be Scotch or English, with 
few native Canadians. He is referring to responsible po¬ 
sitions which carry considerable educational requirements. 
He calls up the “heads” of various companies. An Eng¬ 
lish or Scotch voice answers, as a rule. 

Now this is all quit* satisfactory, but these are posi¬ 
tions which it would be reasonably expected would be 
grabbed off by young Canadians, who have been graduat¬ 
ed for just such work. Where are* these young Can¬ 
adians ? 

S i the training given by Canadian universities in arts 
ineering, or in agriculture, not after all, meet re- 
ents of Canada? One would naturally suppose 
that Canadians, with generations of Canadians back of 
them and educated in Canadian institutions for Canadian 
conditions, would be occupying all positions which control 
the destiny of Canada. Control these positions by their 
fitness for the task. But are they? That is the problem 
of the man in the street. From his limited point of van¬ 
tage, he wonders if this is so. 

He is curious as to what superior training or qualifica¬ 
tions a Scotchman, say, possesses, which brings him fresh 
to this country where all conditions are different, and pla¬ 
ces him in positions highly responsible. Are young Can¬ 
adians themselves not competent for the “classy” jobs, or 
have they sought their fortunes in United States or else¬ 
where. Are they filling equally good positions in Canada 
which however do not bring them into touch with the pub 
lie. Or is their some lack in Canadian training. Do they 
lack a finishing touch, an ability to meet the public in an 
authoritative way? 

I he amount spent in Canada for the upkeep of univer¬ 
sities and secondary schools, is tremendous. The cost in 
taxes is great. It is natural that citizens should want to 
see a return for their money, by the assurance that- the 
young people graduated, will have every encouragement 
to remain in their own country. This is undoubtedly a 
free land, in which chances are, or should be equal. But 
if there is a shade of preference in any department of 
government or the economic world it should be given to 
a Canadian born—if he is equal to the job. If only for 
the reason that he represents a heavy investment 

When it is considered that lying behind a fourth gener¬ 
ation Canadian, is a family history, woven through every 
phase of the development of the Dominion that in itself 
is a basis for preference. His forefathers have given 
their brain and brawn to make Canada. They have pion¬ 
eered from coast to coast, have hewed forests, tilled land, 
taught school, pioneered in mission fields and cared for 
the sick. They have paid taxes for a century, built homes 
circulated their earnings. In short, they have made Can¬ 
ada a land of comfortable living. Is it not reasonable 
that in their own land this breed- should be “preferred 
stock.” But are they? The man in the street is wonder- 
.ng if this phase of Canadian life is commanding suffic¬ 
ient attention, and he would like to get a “line” on the ex 
tent to which “old timer” Canadians are dominating na¬ 
tional life.

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RISES TO DENY 

Western Canadians have borne with remarkable forti¬ 
tude, the many messages of hope wafted to them over the 
aid and through the press, from some sheltered soul in 
padded bower. But when Grattan O’Leary wrote his 
story “Ihings Might be Worse” in a recent issue of Mac¬ 
leans, there was bound to be an explosion. And naturally 
enough, the explosion has come from Saskatchewan. In 
November 15th issue Emma Mclnerney retaliates with 
“Not in Saskatchewan,” and her blows have been dealt 
with the deadly earnestness of one who knows whereof 
she speaks. To be sure, her instances may not represent 
a large proportion of the Saskatchewan population. But 
that is an immaterial point, to those who actually are in 
want. Here’s hoping Emma Mclnerney received a much 
larger cheque than Grattan O’Leary. 

“Perhaps Mr. O’Leary is better off than he was in by¬ 
gone days. I hope he is, for I wish him no harm. He 
might come West fbr a trip, and I can send him the 
names and address of some members of the Saskatche¬ 
wan Legisaltive Assembly who would drive him around 
the country and show him a few things which confirm the 
statements I have made. He would see filling stations 
and general stores closed, hotels Closed, railway stations 
closed, churches and rural schools closed—no money to 
carry on. He would see piles of sand drifting around 
what were once prosperous and happy farm homes, and 
the bones of what was once livestock. I have counted 
twenty*-five dead horses in a space of three miles in the 
winter of 1929-30. 

“He would see deserted homes, although those that are 
not deserted are infinitely more sad. He Would see child¬ 
ren going to school shivering in the cold, insufficiently 
clad and poorly fed. He would find many staying at home 
for lack of any clothing at all to wear to school. He would 
see beer and liquor stores open and doing a flourishing 
trade. He would see the owners of six and eight-cylinder 
cars that they cannot use, driving a team of thin horses 
out to a road camp to earn $2.50 a day, and that is called 
relief. In the cities he would see the bread lines and the 
thin, haggard faces of the unemployed who stand every¬ 
where. It is a sight that tugs at the heartstrings, but 
what can you do? Still we are told that times might be 
worse. Weil, we don’t want to see them any wrose. 

We would not have Mr. O’Leary think, however, that 
the people of Southern Saskatchewan are discouraged or 
ready to give up. We have tightened our belts, turned 
and dyed our winter coats, ravelled out old sweaters to 
Knit stockings for the children, and we will carry on. Our 
government has promised us food and fuel till we get a 
crop, and we are praying and hoping for rain next year. 
Woen times get better, when the price of wheat goes up 
and the green grass grows all around, we will be glad to 
welcome Mr. O'Leary as a visitor.

Call it religion or what you like, 
Mr. Edison believed that the universe 
was alive and that it was responsive 
to man’s deepest necessity. It was an 
intelligent and hopeful religion if 
there ever was one. Mr. Edison went 
away expecting light, not darkness. 

His great ambition was to be of 
some use in the world. All he did 
was for the public, and he never did 
a harmful thing. He was so thor¬ 
oughly great he did not know he was 
great.—Left Hand Comer, ’ Leth¬ 
bridge Herald.

Turner Valley production for the 
month of October was 3000 barrels 
higher than in the month of Septem¬ 
ber, the increase being due to the out 
put of the Lowery and Hylo wells. 

Southern Lowery No. 3,, which 
came into production late in Septem¬ 
ber. delivered 6,447 barrels of naph¬ 
tha to the Imperial refinery during 
October, an average of about 200 bar 
rels daily. The Hylo well, which 
struck crude during October, deliver¬ 
ed 1,235 barrels. This well is now 
taking production while drilling to 
the limestone. 

Another satisfactory feature of the 
report is the grading of Mercury No. 
1 production. In September this 
yield was graded discolored crude na¬ 
ptha. Last month it was graded clear 
naptha and, consequently, brought a 
higher price. 

Total deliveries for October were 
69,522 barrels against 66.596 barrels 
in September. Gas conservation was 
enforced during the month and Im- 
I perial did not accept full deliveries.

SOURCESOF 
CANADA'S WEALTH 

Little Known Industries Produce 

Their Share in Canadian Income 

Lobsters are profitable, particular¬ 
ly in Nova Scotia waters, coming sec¬ 
ond in value to the Canadian salmon 
industry. Last year they yielded $6- 
215,000. There are 333 canneries. 

Canoes and pleasure boats are be¬ 
ing manufactured in much greater 
numbers the last few years. They 
have increased 30 per cent, in number 
of establishments and 88 per'cent, in 
the value of products made. Over 
$2,000,000 was made last year in this 
industry. 

In 1930 Canada's apple crop was 
$6,776,1 So. Britain, Belgium and U. 
S. were heaviest buyers. Nova Scotia 
B.C. and Ontario are the biggest pro¬ 
ducers. 

Mineral-production in B^C.’in the 
first six months of '31 was 63 per 
cent, of a like period last year. 

Silver production in Canada was 
$10,(189,376 in 1980. 

In 1930 there were 309 private pil¬ 
ots, 402 commercial pilots, 370 air en 
gineers and 195 aircraft registered in 
Canada. 

1930 saw the highest production of 
creamery butter in the history of the 
industry, hut at a decreased value of 
$8,751,984. 

Gold production in Ontario for the 
first six months of 1931 was $20,608- 
195, the greatest on record. 

Canada's wheat export ending with 
the crop year July 31, 1931, was 228,- 
480,403 bushels as against 155,766,106 
in 1930. 

Manitoba produces one-third of Can 
ada'g honey crop, with Alberta and 
Saskatchewan increasing steadily. \

DEFICIT 


) Premier Brownlee in the U.F.A. 
/magazine presents a statement re¬ 
garding provincial finances. He re¬ 
ports a deficit in the year's operation 
of $2,306,581.10, exclusive of the tele¬ 
phone department operation. 

This however according to the 
Premier scarcely represents a fair 
statement of annual operating results 
Three items alone have involved 
about six hundred thousand and are 
not ordinarily looked for in expendi¬ 
tures. These are the provincial elec¬ 
tion $160,000; freight on seed relief, 
$57,000; extra grants to schools $387- 
000. Grants have been advanced by 
the government on a monthly basis, 
in the struggle to keep schools oper¬ 
ating under the present crippled con¬ 
ditions of many school districts. This 
has thrown into the fiscal year the 
equivalents of payments for five quar 
ters (the quarterly payments being 
the usual form). 

The revenue has decreased by al¬ 
most two million, the deficit showing 
fn real and personal property, in 
amusement tax, in succession duties, 
in automobile licenses, in the Liquor 
Control Act. 

“The public must be persuaded that 
expenditures can only be made to the 
extent that revenues will permit.” 

Amongst the requests with which 
the government has been besieged in 
the past six months are: many school 
districts have wished the government 
.to take over complete finanical re¬ 
sponsibility; seed grain distribution 
has been called for widely; binder 
twine also; the government has been 
asked to pay freight on coal and to 
inaugurate extensive plans for unem¬ 
ployment relief, while at the same 
time being urged to reduce taxation 
and to face a steadily falling revenue 

“However the depression of ’2l-’22 
reflected itself in much the same way 
and heavy deficits were incurred. 
The task of the government then, 
was to hold down expenditures until 
the return to more normal conditions. 
The present government faces the 
same task. 

“A comparison between provincial 
and dominion sources of finance, 
shows that the Dominion has a much 
wider source of revenue, covering the 
entire country. Thus it can draw 
from areas not all similarly affected 
by crop conditions. Provincial reven¬ 
ues are not so elastic and the expendi 
tures affect vitally family welfare 
such as education, public health, high 
way construction. Any scheme of 
retrenchment seriously affects fam¬ 
ily life.”
